Marching Orders 


We have little sympathy with military 
men who think it necessary to cultivate 
in the minds of our soldiers hatred of 
men in the enemy ranks. One may go 
forth to the protection of his country and 
human rights and to meet the misguided 
or enforced efforts of fellowmen, without 
nursing personal hatred. Most of those in 
enemy ranks are fighting only because 
they are under authority. This is borne 
out by a recently published note from a 
press correspondent who has been with 
the British Eighth Army in North Africa. 
He wrote: 

“The picked men of the German Afrika 
Korps remain brave as long as they are 
fighting, but wilt once they surrender. 
Some give way to tears, and others chatter 
nervously about the terrific bombing they 
have taken for weeks. Most of them seem 
devout, some wearing crosses and others 
carrying Bibles. No matter what view a 
governmental regime may take toward 
religion, the hardships and dangers of 
war seem to make men turn toward it.

Going Up in Smoke 

It was during the first World War 
that cigarette smoking in America got 
started on its phenomenal growth. The 
increase has been steady and rapid ever 
since, except for two temporary setbacks. 
These came with the little depression of 
1919 and during the big depression of 
1929. But beginning about 1934 the chart 
of cigarette consumption shows a sharply 
rising line, which since 1941 has been 
moving almost straight up. Last year saw 
more cigarettes, even more per capita, 
produced than ever before in history; and 
during the last two years the rate of 
increase has been greater than any time 
in the last 20 years. 

Last year’s U. S. production was 235,- 
838,696,675 tax-paid cigarettes, which is 
equivalent to 1,767 per capita, of the esti- 
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mated population. The non-tax cigarette 
production (roll-your-own-kind) is esti- 
mated at about a tenth of the tax paid 
output. 

Several causes contribute to the rapid 
increase in cigarette consumption, the 
main one, perhaps, being the growth of 
the smoking habit among women since the 
last war. Another explanation is the in- 
creased national income and the widely 
distributed new buying power. 

Testament Stops Bullets 

A New Testament was sent to a total 
stranger in the Coast Guard. This chap 
knew little or nothing of the New Testa- 
ment but accepted a copy and agreed to 
carry it with him and read it. 

Prior to receipt of the Testament he 
had seen considerable action and experi- 
enced several narrow escapes.

The unprofitable made profitable—a 
story of sin and redemption. 

Onesimus was a Phrygian slave of 
Philemon. Philemon lived in Colosse. 
(Col. 4:9; Phil. 2) His wife’s name was 
Apphia, and Archippus was his son. He 
had been led to Christ through Paul’s 
ministry. The assembly met in Philemon’s 
house; perhaps under his leadership. He 
seems to have been in fairly comfortable 
circumstances. 

Onesimus, the slave, had robbed his 
‘master and fled from the home. A run- 
away fugitive, he made his way to Rome, 

the capital city of the then known world, 
that great godless city filled with vanity, 
“pomp, and glory, a regular cesspool of 
vice and sin. He sinks among the dregs of 
the city into greater debauchery. 
_ Onesimus means profitable, helpful, 
useful; but his life belied his name. He 
“was unprofitable, good for nothing, bad 
for everything. In Onesimus, we have a 
‘picture of the sinner, a slave to sin, a 
“robber. We have robbed God, a runaway. 
“We have turned everyone to his own 
way.” 
In debt to his master, we are in debt to 
God. 
__ He was unprofitable, although his name 
“means the reverse. The sinful human race 
is said to be unprofitable in Romans 3: 
11-23. Here is set forth the unprofitable- 
ness of the unconverted. 
II. The Change 

How did it take place? 

_ Onesimus meets Paul in Rome. Paul, a 
prisoner for Christ, is in chains, manacled 
for the gospel; “the aged” he calls himself. 

We are left to conjecture here as to 

how the meeting between Onesimus and 
Paul took place. It may have been that 
Onesimus, because of further crimes, 
found himself incarcerated in a Roman 
dungeon. Wearied and sick of sin, he 
“comes in contact with Paul the Apostle. 
Onesimus is converted in prison through 
Paul’s instrumentality. 
— Verse 10 — “My child, Onesimus, 
whom I have begotten in my bonds.” 
| Onesimus is really born again. The only 
_temedy for unprofitable humanity is to be 
born from above. It is only the gospel that 
makes the unprofitable profitable. 
_ And here begins the disclosure of the

object of this little letter to Philemon. 
Paul pours out his heart to Philemon for 
the favorable reception of Onesimus. The 
fearful Onesimus is encouraged to. return 
to his offended master, and Paul gives him 
this letter. To part with him was like 
tearing out Paul’s heart, yet it must needs 
be. Onesimus belonged to Philemon, and 
restitution must follow conversion. 

He goes back to Philemon, but not 
without this little note signed by Paul. 
“Receive him as that is mine own bowels.”

(Verse 12) If you count me a partner 
receive him as myself. Onesimus trusted 
Paul entirely to negotiate with his offend- 
ed master, Philemon. Paul is in partner- 
ship with Philemon, and all Paul’s merits 
are put down to Onesimus. The promise, 
verses 18-19 — “Put on my account all his 
demerit; I will settle everything.” The 
word “impute” in Romans 5:13 gives us 
the same thought as “put it on my 
account, charge it to me.” Paul becomes 
surety for Onesimus. 

Here is the story of sin and redemption. 
Our sins have offended God, but, thanks 
be to God, there is a mediator between us 
and God. As Paul pled for Onesimus so 
Jesus pleads for us. Jesus is the partner 
in the Godhead. He is the “fellow” in 
Zech. 13:7. How truly it could be said of 
Christ that our sins were put to his 
account. “He was wounded for our trans- 
gressions.” (Isa. 53) “Made sin for us.” 


(II Cor. 5:21) “Delivered for our offenc- 
es.” (Rom. 4:25) 

Jesus paid it all 

All to Him I owe; 

Sin had left a crimson stain, 

He washed it white as snow. 


Onesimus takes this letter signed by 
Paul to his offended master, Philemon. 
The reconciliation was left wholly to 
another. Onesimus goes back to Philemon, 
taking the note signed by Paul which 
secured for him a new relationship—a 
brother in Christ, a new walk, profitable 
who once was unprofitable. 


This letter must have secured the for- 
and favorable 


giveness reception of 
Onesimus. 
As Philemon received Onesimus on 


Paul’s account, so God receives us and 
makes us what we never were before. (Eph. 


2:10; 4:32. 1 John 2:12)

Founder of Glad Tidings Bible 


Institute 


Since their marriage on April 23, 1913, 
Brother and Sister Craig labored together 
in the work of the Lord in San Francisco. 
From a mission hall in a former saloon to 
the present large church which is Glad 
Tidings Temple they saw the Lord bless 
their efforts and prosper their work. 

In those early years Sister Craig con- 
ducted evening Bible classes to teach the 
Word of God to new converts, and out 
of those early classes grew the Glad Tid- 
ings Bible Institute whose graduates are 
serving the Lord in the ministry the world 
over. The evening classes grew in attend- 
ance and interest until Sister Craig saw 
the need of and felt the burden for a 
Pentecostal school to train young people 
for the work of the Lord. Through labors 
long and hard she toiled in the kitchen 
and class room in the early days of the 
institution, and any young person who 
felt called of the Lord found an open 
door to the study of the Word there 
whether he was financially able to stand 
his expenses or not. 

The last few years age and ill health pro- 
hibited her taking the active part in the 
school activities that she had in the form- 
er years, but her interest was unlagging, 
and her love for the work of the Lord 
undiminished. 

On the evening of May 14, at 11:20 
p.m. she slipped away to be with the Lord 
and to rest from her labors. The funeral 
was held in Glad Tidings Temple the af- 
ternoon of May 18 amid many lovely 
floral contributions and appropriate music 
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given by the Temple choir, women’s quin- 
tette, and by Sister Keys. Pastor L. R. 
Keys officiated at the service. Others who 
spoke were Assistant Pastor Harry War- 
wick who had known her from his child- 
hood, and Executive Presbyter J. Narver 
Gortner who has been long associated with 
the work of the school, and District Su- 
perintendent R. J. Thurmond. 


Brother Harry Warwick, whom Sister 
Craig thought of as a spiritual son and 
who has been closely associated with Sister 
Craig for years spoke at her funeral. 

I count it a privilege to speak on this 
occasion individually and on behalf of 
our family, my father, mother, and broth- 
er. Brother and Sister Craig have meant a 
great deal to us. 

In the years I have known Sister Craig, 
I have observed qualities in her that I 
have admired. She has ben characterized 
by labor for the Lord, sacrific, vision, and 
faithfulness. It was Sister Craig’s vision 
that made this fine building possible; her 
sacrifice and Brother Craig’s through 
years of labor. If there were struggles and 
problems for Brother Craig for years, 
Sister Craig has stood faithfully beside 
him. 

The Scriptures say “blessed are the 
dead which die in the Lord.” That is, 
happy are they. Perhaps at a funeral one 
should speak things that are touching 
and to move to tears, but I shall not. 
Blessed are the dead which die in the 
Lord. She is happy; she is there now. 
When Mr. Baxter was dying, a friend 
asked him how he was ,and he replied, 
“IT am getting well.” A girls came to her 
mother in tears telling that she had looked 
into the nest and it was full of shells. She 
had sen a nest of speckled beautifully 
colored eggs, and now there were only 
broken shells. Her mother told her that 
the birds singing in the trees had come 
from the eggs. Death is like that—a 
broken shell, a broken body, and out of it 
emerges the glorified and singing saint of 
God. 

“They rest from their labors” says the 
Scriptures. As I was thinking of what I 
should say today it occurred to me that 
this is the only way Sister Craig could 
get a rest from her labors—God had to 
take her. Sister Craig was cross at times;

Let us consider the Scripture found in 


‘the eighth chapter of Ezekiel. 


In the first verse we notice these words,

It is well next to observe the results of 


this dynamic contact with Deity the first 


of which, summed up in the first three 


words in the second verse, “Then I be- 
held,” is the opening of the spiritual eyes 
to behold spiritual truths, and even more, 
to behold and look upon the glory of God. 
Moses, the lawgiver, beheld His glory 
from the cleft of the rock. Peter and John 
and James saw His glory on the Mount 
of Transfiguration. And may we in this 


twentieth century endeavor to be found 
in Him, and to be changed from glory 


unto glory. 
The second result of the touch of God 


_was the fact of the opening of his eyes to 
behold the secret door, or the true source 


of backslidden Israel’s sin. The true source 


of sin today is hidden from the masses, 


being camouflaged or covered over by that 
which seemeth to be right in outward 


appearance. The enemy of all righteous- 
ness is not making manifiest his cunning 
_ devices to the majority of mankind, but to 


those who have been enlightened his ways 


are made clear. Paul the apostle writes the 
admonition in 2 Cor. 2:11: “Lest Satan 
should get an advantage of us: for we are 
not ignorant of his devices.” Let us keep 
our eyes anointed with eyesalve that we 


might keep our crowns and be able to fight 
the good fight of faith against the enemy 
of our souls. 

The third result of the touch of God 
upon his life was the fact that he was able 
to ascertain the difference between true 
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and false worship. How many today are 
duped by outward ceremony as a substi- 
tute for the true worship of the heart. In 
verse eleven we read, “With every man his 
censer in his hand.” Yes, there was plenty 
of service, and each had his censer, but the 
heart was full of abominations and hor- 
rible idolatries. Hours of service without a 
cleansed heart is but vain. Heb. 9:14— 
“How much more shall the blood of 
Christ, who through the eternal Spirit 
offered himself without spot to God, 
purge your conscience from dead works to 
serve the living God.” 


The very position of these worshipers as 
found in verse 16 denoted their uncleansed 
hearts and falsity of worship. We read 
these words, “Their backs were toward 
the temple of God.” Let us contrast these 
words with those found in 1 Kings 8:30 
where Solomon’s dedicatory prayer is re- 
corded, “And hearken thou to the suppli- 
cations of thy servant, and of thy peo- 
ple Israel, when they shall pray toward 
this place: and when thou hearest for- 
give.” Oh, that our faces may be toward 
the true God and His Christ! 

The words in 2 Chron. 29:6 are sig- 
nificantly true to this thought. “For our 
fathers have trespassed, and done that 
which was evil in the eyes of the Lord our 
God, and have forsaken him, and have 
turned away their faces from the habita- 
tion of the Lord, and turned their backs.” 
Oh, that our worship may remain “in 
spirit and in truth,” and that our eyes 
may always be turned toward His habita- 
tion. May it be said of us as is found in 
Heb. 11:27, “For he endured, as seeing 
him who is invisible.” 

Let us endeavor in these days of apos- 
tasy and darkness to keep ever conscious 
of His presence that we, like the prophet, 
may behold Him in His glory, see the true 
source of all evil, and keep the incense 
of true worship ever rising heavenward 
from our hearts unto Him who is worthy 
of all praise and glory.

New Testament 
In Four Wars 


The Bible Society Record says that 
Harold H. Henderson, formerly a bank 
clerk in Sharpsville, Pa., is now with the 
Army Air Corps. He continually carries 
with him his greatly prized copy of the 
New Testment. His particular copy, be- 
sides being very useful for daily reading, 
also embodies an interesting tradition. 

On September 14, 1861, at Union City, 
Pennsylvania, H. S. Holmes, a furniture 
manufacturer, purchased from the Ameri- 
can Bible Society a service Testament, 
which he gave to Lucius H. Erskine, a 
young employee of his who was just then 
leaving for service with the cavalry in the 


Federal Army. 


Young Erskine carried the book through 
four years of battle, and retained posses- 
sion until January 14, 1898, when he, in 
turn, gave it to an employee and member 
of his family, Edson P. Erskine, who 
signed up as an infantryman in the Span- 
ish-American War. 

Edson Erskine carried the little book 
home with him from Cuba, and kept it 
until 1918, when, in keeping with the tra- 
dition, he turned it over to an employee, 
Marion L. Greenland, who went over- 
seas as a member of the Engineer Corps, 
in World War I. 

Home from France, the Testament was 
one of the prized possessions of Mr. 
Greenland, who hoped the book had 
changed hands for the last time. 

That was twenty-four years ago, when 
Hitler was unheard of. 


Last spring, when Harold Henderson 
signed up as an air cadet, he was presented 
with the book by Mr. Greenland, who 
was his employer in the bank of Sharps- 
ville. 


“Needless to say,” writes the young 
airman to Mr. D. M. Howell, the So- 
ciety’s representative in Pittsburgh, Penn- 
sylvania, “I am very proud to be the one 
who is to carry this sacred volume, and 
will do the best I can.” 

With cavalryman, infantryman, engi- 
neer, and now aviator, this Testament 
has well-nigh run the gamut of the serv- 
ices and the wars which the country has 
engaged in; and its owner has always 
come home again. Harold Henderson in- 
tends to bring the Testament home once 
more, and, he is confident, for keeps this 
time.

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STUDY XXXIII 
4 A GLIMPSE INTO THE ETERNAL 
4 STATE 


Chapter 21:1-8 


In this chapter we find ourselves on the 
‘other side of the millennium in the great 
‘eternity that lies beyond. The millennial 
‘teign of righteousness, commonly spoken 
‘of as the kingdom age, will be blessed, 
‘but it will come to a close. Here attention 


a 


‘is called to four things: 
I. The New Heaven and the New Earth 


_ “And I saw a new heaven and a new 
earth: for the first heaven and the first 
earth,” or, the preceding heaven and the 
“preceding earth, the first in relation to the 
“new heaven and the new earth, “were 
passed away; and there was no more sea.” 


The ancients taught that there are three 
heavens: the atmosphere that surrounds 
‘the earth, the far-away region where the 
‘sun and stars shine, and that more distant 
place where God has His headquarters. It 
was up to this latter place, “the third heav- 
en,” that Paul was caught and heard 
words it was not lawful for him to utter 
"(2 Cor. 12:2-4). Of course this heaven 
will never pass away. It is just as eternal 
‘as God is. The heaven that will pass away 
will be the atmosphere that surrounds the 
earth. In these aerial regions evil rei 
have their abode. Satan is called * 
“prince of the power of the air” pe 
2:2). This ocean of air that envelops the 
earth is laden with disease germs, and all 
of these germs must be destroyed. 


There was an original earth that Peter 
‘speaks of as “the world that then was,” 
and he tells us that “being overflowed with 
water,” it “perished.” He assures us that 
“the heavens and the earth which are now, 
‘by the same word are kept in store, re- 
“served unto fire.” And then he goes on to 
say that “we look for a new heaven and a 
“new earth.” (2 Peter 3:5-7) 
The original earth was created in the 
dateless past. This creation is recorded in 
3 1:1. It is believed by many that it 
was inhabited by a race of beings who 
- existed before Adam was created, and that 
3 Satan at that time was the overlord of the

earth, and that when he fell, the inhab- 
itants of the earth who were subject to 
him fell also, and that, as a result of their 
sin, the earth was overthrown. Some of 
these scholars have suggested that demons 
may be the disembodied spirits of these 
pre-adamites, and that this accounts for 
the fact that they now desire to embody 
themselves in human beings that they may 
again live in the flesh on the earth. Ev- 
idently a great catastrophe occurred be- 
tween the first and second verses of Gen. 1. 
Rotherham renders verse 2 thus: “Now 
the earth had become waste and wild, and 
darknesss was upon the face of the roaring 
deep.” That the earth was not “waste” at 
the time it was created is certain. Compare 
the renderings in the R. V. of Gen. 1:2 
with Isa. 45:18. In Gen. 1:2 we read, 
“And the earth was waste and void,” 
whereas in Isa. 45:18 we read that “He 
created it not a waste.” The same Hebrew 
word tohu is rendered “waste” in both 
passages. If the earth was not tohu at the 
time it was created, and it was afterwards 
found to be tohu it must have become 
tohu as the result of an unrecorded catas- 
trophe. A Hebrew scholar who was 
formerly a Jewish rabbi has told me that 
Rotherham’s rendering is absolutely 
correct—“Now the earth had become 
waste and wild,” etc. 


As “the world that then was” was over- 
thrown, the earth that now is is doomed 
to perish, but in a different way; it will be 
destroyed by fire. This does not mean that 
the material that composes it will be 
annihilated. Material is indestructible; it 
simply changes form. “The heavens shall 
pass away with great noise, and the el- 
ements shall melt with fervent heat, the 
earth also and the works that are therein 
shall be burned up.” (2 Peter 3:10) But 
out of the same material, after it shall 
have gone through this crucible, God will 
make “new heavens, and a new earth 
wherein dwelleth righteousness.” It was a 
vision of this new heaven and new earth 
that John saw. 

John says, “There was no more sea.’ 
Under the conditions that now exist the 
oceans are not only useful: they are nec- 
essary. But conditions will have changed, 


and will not require their existence then; 
and think of how many more inhabitants 
the earth will be capable of sustaining 
when, where there are now vast watery 
wastes, there shall be fertile plains. When 
God shall have remade the world there will 
be no deserts, no waste lands, no spot 
anywhere incapable of being inhabited. 
II. The Holy City Coming Down Out Of 
Heaven 

“And I John saw the holy city, coming 
down from God out of heaven, prepared 
as a bride adorned for her husband.” This 
city is beautifully described as “the bride” 
a little farther on in this chapter. We are 
not to understand that it will not be a 
literal city. I am aware of the fact that 
some have scoffed at the idea of a literal 
city being meant. Albert Barnes says, “No 
man can suppose that this is literally true.” 
I am not supposing, I am believing, that it 
is literally true. The blessing of the Lord 
is not pronounced upon those who 
suppose, but rather, upon those who be- 
lieve what has been written in the Book. 
Things that were unbelievable, because 
unreasonable to the natural man, a geneta- 
tion or so ago, are now, as everybody 
knows, not only within the realm of the 
possible, but are matters of almost every- 
day experience; so some of us hesitate to 
say that some other things that now seem 
to be impossible may not be matters of 
common experience at some future day. 
Let us believe what God has caused to be 
written in His Word. 


During this church age the Holy Spirit, 
of whom Eliezer is a type, is seeking in this 
far-off country a bride for the King’s Son, 
and while the work of taking out from 
among the nations a people for His name 
is going on down here, our Lord is making 
ready a home for His bride up there. He 
will come one of these days that He may 
receive her unto Himself; it is important 
that He have a home to take her to. He 
said to His disciples, “I go to prepare a 
place for you” (John 14:2). That place 
will undoubtedly be “the holy city” John 
saw in his vision; it is in process of being 
constructed at the present time, and will 
doubtless be finished when “the fulness of

REPORT OF CHICAGO 
CONVENTION 


It was a great pleasure for Brothers L. 
R. Keys, C. Ely Persing, and myself to 
attend the Constitutional Convention of 
the National Association of Evangelicals 
which convened in Chicago May 4 to 6, 
and to find delegates representing 64 de- 
nominations or bodies of people who hold 
the fundamental doctrines of the Chris- 
tian faith, and who are thoroughly evan- 
gelical. 

Over 500 delegates were in attendance, 
and amidst much prayer and willingness 
on the part of all for unity of mind and 
purpose, the organization was formed. 
Constitution and by-laws were adopted, 
authorization for incorporation given, and 
officers and board of administrators 
elected. Dr. Harold J. Ockenga was again 
elected to head the organization for the 
coming year. A grand banquet with 400 
in attendance closed the convention. 

Representatives of the Presbyterians, 
Baptists, Methodists, Congregationalists, 
Holiness, Assemblies of God, and others, 
are on the administrative board. Our 
representative is our General Secetary- 
Treasurer J. Roswell Flower of Spring- 
field, Mo. Our organization had over 100 
in attendance. There were 97 out to an 
Assemblies of God dinner at the Y.M.C. 
A. However, we were allowed only 42 
delegates. Both Brother Keys and myself 
were appointed delegates. 

A national weekly 8-page paper is to be 
published called the United Evangelical 
Action, and will cost $1.00 per year. 
Subscriptions can be had through the 
district office or at the camp meeting. I 
would urge you to subscribe in order to 
keep in touch with the evangelical pro- 
gram throughout the nation. 

The Assemblies of God is not regularly 
affiliated and cannot do so without sanc- 
tion of the General Council, but it would 
seem advisable in the interest of a united 
front to the government in the interest 
of religious freedom, radio rights, home 
and foreign missions work, chaplaincy 
rights, entrance into army camps for re- 
ligious services, etc. 
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Including all who were represented at 
the convention, a constituency of 2,000,- 
000 were represented, it was stated; and it 
is hoped to bring this up to 10,000,000, 
and perhaps even more, through the 
future development in the not too far 
distant future. 

Thank the Lord for the host of evan- 
gelicals in America who love the Lord 
Jesus Christ in sincerity; and though we, 
and other Pentecostal groups have a dis- 
tinctive testimony and experience which 
has made a great host of Spirit-filled, 
power-for-witnessing believers, we can 
unite on a common ground of evangelism, 
the message of the Gospel of Grace, and 
the atoning blood of the Lord Jesus 
Christ. However, let us never lose our 
identity, but go forward with renewed 
zeal expecting greater things from God in 
these critical and uncertain times. It is 
“not by might, nor by power, but by my 
Spirit, saith the Lord.” He is able to do 
exceeding abundantly above all we can ask 
or think according to the power that work- 
eth in us.

the Gentiles shall have come in” (Rom. 
11:25). 

We are to go up at the time of the 
rapture; we are to come back at the time 
of the revelation; we are to reign with 
Christ on the earth during the thousand 
years of the reign of the Son of man; 
we are afterwards to depart from the 
earth for a little season, and during that 
little season Satan will be loosed out of 
his prison and will inaugurate his rebel- 
lion, his last revolt against God, and his 
hosts will be destroyed by fire; he will be 
consigned to the lake of fire that burneth 
_with brimstone; then will take place the 
great White Throne Judgment; this will 
be followed by the renovation of the earth 
by fire; the new heaven and the new earth 
will come into existence; and then we shall 
not only come down again, but the holy 
city, the New Jerusalem, will come down, 
too; we shall come down in it, the last 
vestige of sin having been removed from 
the earth, the last trace of the curse having 
gone. Time will have ceased, and eternity 
will have begun. Glorious indeed is the 
prospect! 


If you insist upon knowing how a city, 
a whole city, came down from God out of 
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heaven, you should ask God who has given 
us this marvelous revelation in His Word. 
How could Elijah have gone up in a chari- 
ot of fire, drawn by horses of fire, the 
heavenly vehicle and steeds borne upward 
to glory in a whirlwind? See 2 Kings 2:11. 
When you explain that to me from the 
viewpoint of the natural, perhaps I can 
endeavor to explain to you how a city can 
come down out of heaven from God.

FOR BOYS AND GIRLS 


Bible Game No. 3. 


We will call this game “Bible Addition.” 

This would be a good game to play at a 
Sunday School picnic because quite a 
number can play. 

To play Bible Addition, your group 
chooses sides. Each side forms a line as for 
_a relay, facing each other. 

You will need seven cardboard boxes 
for each side. The boxes must graduate in 
size. Tin cans can be used in place of 
boxes, or blocks of wood may be used. 
Open your Bible to our Bible Addition, 
2 Peter 1:5-7, for this is the summary of 
our game. 

Label the largest box for each side 
Faith. Label the next in size Virtue, the 
next Knowledge, the next Temperance, 
the fifth Patience, the sixth Godliness, the 
seventh Brotherly Kindness. That takes 
care of the seven boxes. Now get a small 
tin can or cup for each side and fill them 
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half full of water and label them Charity. 

Each side has an assistant or captain 
who stands at the head of each line beside 
the pile of boxes. When the leader says, 
“Go,” the assistant hands the largest box 
to the first member of his line and says, 
“Faith.” The box is passed down the line 
and back as soon as possible. As one 
passes the box to another, he must also say, 
“Faith.” When the first box comes back to 
the head of the line, the assistant places 
the second box on top of the first and says, 
“Add to your faith, virtue”; each one 
repeats the same phrase as he passes the 
two boxes to the following party. 

The third box is placed on top of the 
other two and the password is, “Add to 
virtue, knowledge,” and so on, until on top 
of all of them is placed the cup of water, 
and the password is finally “Add to broth- 
erly kindness, charity.” As soon as the 
complete stack of Bible Addition boxes 
and water returns to the assistant, and he 


lays them down, he may repeat or read ; 
Pet. 1:8 as a sign that his side has won.

_ Addie Ellenwood, Women’s Missionary

_ Church, Pacific Grove: “In a year’s time 
_ we have sent seven Christmas boxes to 
missionaries in South America, Central 
_ America, and Alaska; and 10 boxes to 
home missionaries. These boxes contained 
comforters, sheets, -pillow slips, towels, 
_ table cloths, dish towels, clothes pin bags, 
- potholders, ladies’ dresses and aprons, 
men’s shirts, underwear, socks and hose. 
_ The ladies have made 21 comforters, 37 
_ aprons, 19 dish towels, 18 clothespin bags, 
and many other useful articles, and have 
_ received the donation of 25 towels. The 
Council has been responsible for 184 vis- 
_ its to the sick and shutins, and their offer- 
ings and donations have amounted to 
_ $70.24. Our group has ‘adopted’ 15 mis- 
_ sionaries ard their families for whom they 
work and pray. A large ‘Missionary 
Chest’ is kept in the church to receive the 
various articles brought in during the 
_ year and at present, since January, we 
have in the chest 25 aprons, 25 large bath 
_ towels, 16 sheets, and 18 pillow slips, and 
_ this month we are working for bedspreads. 
We are planning to send a box to camp 
meeting this year. We thank the Lord 
_ that He has enabled us to be of help to 
those laboring on the home and foreign
